service provisions. The work of tbe pen- 
sion examining surgeon Is easy. It puts 
the doctor in tbe way of other practice, 
Tbe places are as much sought after as 
poelofflceB,especially In the smaller towns. 
The contention for appointments is some- 
times fierce. As soon as it becomes 
known that tbe general order has been 
amended there will be a rush of appli- 
cants for these appointments. The secre- 
tary's amendment provides that, to de- 
termine wbetber the office is under civil 
service, the amount of foes earned for tbe 
four quarters preceding the date of tbe 
proposed change shall be taken. It is said 
that fully two-thirds of these appoint- 
ments are removed from civil service pro- 
tection by tbe action of Mr. Francis. One 
of tbe civil service commissioners is au- 
thority for the statement that tbe amend- 
ing order is Indorsed by bis body.

Ho received a common school 
education as well as private instruction, 
and for a time attended the Genesee 
Wes- 


leyan seminary at Lima. Graduating 
from a law course be was admitted to the 
bar in 1861, and practiced bis profession 
in Schuyler county for a year, when he 
enlisted in the army. 
He was appointed 


orderly sergeant in Captain M.Crawford's 
company, known as the Oregon escort. 
It was the duty of this company to escort 
companies 
of 
overland 
Immigrant* 


through the dangerous Indian country to 
the Pacific coast. This brought the sol- 
dier to Oregon, and in October, 1863, he 
settled In Portland. 


He quickly got Into politics, and In 


1861 was elected city attorney of Portland 
and was snbseqnettly appointed district 
attorney by President Lincoln.

ndiana's New Convict Labor Law Giving 


Rise to Complications. 


Indianapolis, March 11.—The men at 


ho head of the state prisons are very du- 
'ious about tbe possble effects of the law 
bolishing tbe contract system in prisons, 
nd requiring that the products of prison 
iibor bo used to supply state institutions, 
t further requires that all work of man- 
ufacture in the prisons shall bo done by 


and, 
where practical, and requires an in- 


dustrial superintendent in each prison, 
As ic passed after tho law converting the 
prison south into a reformatory, it modi- 
fies that law wherever It corces in conflict 
vith it. Tae directors of tbe prison south 
had a meeting here today, to go over tbe 
text of tbe law, as well as to look Into 
some of tbe provisions of tho minor acts 
regulating prisons, and they are in doubt 
as to just where they stand. 


'Tbe act carries with it no appropria- 


tion for the 'purchase of material or sup- 
plies with which to work," said Warden 
Barley, "and it is difficult to see how Its 
provisions are to be carried out. 
The 


state does not own any machinery or 
tools, and onr appropriation is made sim- 
ply for maintenance fund and specific pur- 
poses. None of these can be used for the 
purchase of cloth and leather o* other ma- 
teiral If we are to manufacture clothing 
and shoes for the other Institutions, and 
none of it can be used for the purchase 
of tools or machinery. Now, If we should 
go abend and, upon our own personal re- 
sponsibility, purchase a lot of tools and 
supplies, we can not foretell just where 
we would land. 
The act forbids n* mak- 


ing any new contracts, and we now have 
100 idle men. Fortunately we shall be 
able at once to begin building operations 
upon tbe new buildings authorized by the 
legislature, and will be able to keep all 
these men at work in constructions au- 
thorized until probably late In tbe fall, 
but what to do with them in winter is a 
problem."

The boarding house is the sign of the 


tndjmg savagery of the country.

BLEACHING IN WINTER. 


Till- 
Only Method of Whitening 
Clothe* in ThU SenHon. 


It is often necessary tobleaeh clothes 


ir- «inter, when it ii impossible to 
.spread them on the grass in tbe sun 
Where linen or cotton clothes are 
washed with soap containing soda or 
boiled in water in which soda is used 
tl.ej w ill grow 3 ellow in time, and there 
is no method of whitening them in win- 
ter except by the use of a bleaching 
fluid. 


Chloride of lime, if used in the proper 


manner and quantity, is a perfectly 
harmless bleaching powder. It is the 
best and cheapest material that can be 
employed for this purpose. Purchase 
from a trustworthy druggist one pound 
of good chloride of lime. Dissolve it 
in enough cold water to form a smooth 
paste. Add enough cold w ater to make 
two gallons in all. Add also four pounds 
of ordinary sal soda, after first crushing 
it to a powder. Stir the mixture until 
thesodaisdissolved. Itwilltakeagood 
deal of stirring to dissolve the soda 
crystals. When thifi is done, let the 
mixture stand in a stone pot or in a 
wooden pail for 24 hours. There will 
be a sediment, w hich will be settled to 
the bottom by this time. Pour off or 
dip off the clear liquid and put it in a 
two-gallon stone bottle. Cork it well" 
and set it an ay in a cool place. When 
it is needed use a pint of this solution 
in a gallon of soft water. Lay the gar- 
ment or garments of cotton or linen 
to be bleached for one hour in this gal- 
lon of prepared water, and afterward 
riiise them, thoroughly several times in 
clear soft water. Where a large article 
is to be bleached, like a tablecloth or 
sheet, a larger bleaching bath than a 
gallon mnst be prepared.—3f. Y. Tri- 
bune. 


Reut Rabbit. 


Skin and draw a fine young rabbit. 


Wmsh and wipe it dry. 
Cutoff the head, 


remove the fine skin with a, sharp knife 
and lard it with fine strips of larding 
pork; Beeaon with one teuspaonfnl 
EuJt; lay the rabbit in a roasting: pan; 
pour over two ounces melted butter; 
place the pan in a hot oven and roast, 
hasting frequently, till light brown; 
then add half a pint of sour cream, 
baste freely, and roast till done. When 
read to serve lay the rabbit on a hot) 
dUh. add a little broth to the gravy, boil 
for a few minutes, then strain; remove 
the fat; poor a few spoonfuls of ties 


ijrsvy over the rabbit and serve the re- 
mainder in a sauce bowl, or add one 
teaapoonf ul of corn starch, dissolved in 
cold water, to the gravy; stir and boil 
three minutes; add sufficient boiling 
wjvter to make a creamy sauce, cook 
five minutes, then strain and serve. If 
cream is not at hand add a little boil- 
ing water.—Brooklyn Eagle.

The winter form,-, ot injects can with- 


stand long and severe cold weather—ii: 
fact, may be frozen solid for weeks an 
retain life and vig-or, v. hich is show 
when, warm weather and food appea 
again. Indeed, it is not an unusuall 
cold winter, but one of suecessiu" thaw 
ings and freezings, \\ hich is most de 
strurtire to insect life. A mild winte 
encourages the growth of mold whie' 
attacks the hibernating larvae 
an< 


pupae as soon as, from excess of rain 
or humidity, they become sickly; an 
it also permits tie continued aetivit 
of insectivorous mammals and bird. 
Thus, moles, shrews and field mice, iu 
stead of burying themselves deeply in 
the ground, run about freely during a: 
open winter, and destroy enormous 
numbers ot pupae; while such birds 
the woodpeckers, titmice and chicka 
dees are constantly on the alert, anc 
searching in ever}' crevice ami crann; 
of fence and bark of tree for the hiber 
nnting larvae. 


Of the creeping, wingless creatures 


which can ever be found beneath rocks 
rails, chunks, and especially benenth 
those old decaying logs which are hal 
buried in the rich vegetable mold, the 
myriapods, or "thousand-legs," deserve 
more than passing notice. They arc 
typical examples of that great branch 
of the animal kingdom known as ai 
thropodfl, which comprises all insects 
and crustaceans. Each arthropod ha._ 
th« body composed of rings placed enii 
'.a end and bearing jointed appendages, 
End in the myriapods each ring and its 
appendages ca.n be plainly see*i, where- 
as in the higher forms of the branch 
many of Hie rings are'so combined ns 
o be very difficult to make out.—W. S. 
Jlatchley. in Appleton's Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.

Edward A. Jones, a resident of Macon 


county for thirty-three years, passed away 
in death at tbe family borne on North 
Water street, at 4:30 o'clock this morning 
in the 79th year of his age. 
The decease! 


bad been In very poor health for a num 
ber of years, and bad been confined to hi: 
bed continuously for a period of seventeen 
months, due to paralysis. His deatb wai 
not unexpected. Bis devoted wife ant 
children gave him tender care and atten 
tloH constantly and did what they conk 
to give him such rest and comfort as was 
possible. 
Throughout tbe last months 


and days of his illness Mr. Jones bore bis 
affliction uncomplainingly and with restg 
nation, realizing that the end was near 
and that rest would come at last. 


Tbe deceased is survived by the widow

Edward A. Jones was born In Madison 


ccunty, Ohio, Feb. SO, 1818, and came to 
Macon county in 1854. Thomas ant 
Mary Dale Truitt Jones were bis parents 
both natives of Maryland. They settlec 
in Ohio in 1816, and Thomas Jones be 
came a farmer. He entered public l'f< 
and served as circuit court judge for a 
number of years, taking an active pan 
in the early political affairs of bis adoptee 
state. Edward Jones, the subject of this 
sketch, was one of a family of eight chil 
dren. Be acquired bis education In a log 
school house near London, Ohio, but bis 
knowledge of men and tbe affairs of life in 
general came to him in his experience 
with men and events In the transaction of 
business matters. Possessing a very re 
tentive memory, being a close observer, 
and always keeping in touch with locu 
and 
national happenings through the 


close perusal of magazines and newspa- 
pers, Mr. Jones was a man always well 
informed. 
He entered a store as a clerk 


at tbe age of 13 years, and carved out bis 
own way In tbe world. After seven years 
•is a salesman ho engaged in tho stock 
business, finding a profitable market in 
the east. 
Mr. Jones first visited Illinois 


in 1837, and made yearly visits thereafter 
until 1854 when ho decided to locate in 
Macon county. He bought land of the 
govenment and in person broke It and 
prepared it for tho rich harvests which 
yielded him profitable returns. He ex- 
pended considerable money in the im- 
provement of his land. 


In July 1853, Mr. Jones was united in 


marriage with Miss Margery F. Elkin of 
Springfield, daughter of Col. W. F. El- 
kiu, who commanded a regiment in the 
lilack Hawk war. 


In politics Mr. Jones was an ardent'He- 


imblican. He cast his first presidential 
vote for General W. H. Harrison. 
In 


early life he was a Whig and since the 
organization of the Republican party has 
been one of its stancbest supporters. 
Be 


may truly be termed a self made man for 
since boyhood he had fought bis own way 
in life, and he lived to enjoy the fruits of 
his well directed efforte. 
Be had worked 


lie own way upward and step by step be 
overcame all difficulties, and gathered 
about him family and friends who loved 
and admired him for bis sterling worth. 
Mr. Jones in all the affairs' of life was a 
man of the strictest integrity. In all of bis 
dealings with men he was the soul of 
honor and kept all of his personal pledges 
of whatever nature promptly and faith- 
fully. 
He hod boats of personal friends 


n Macon and adjoining counties. They 
loved to meet and talk with tbe deceased. 
They enjoyed bis genial presence and he 
.ovcd to be with them. And now he has 
gone away. 
Those who knew him will 


see him in life no more, but they will 
treasure bis memory and mourn bis death 
as that of a true friend and an honest 
man.

He saw Howard standing between tb 
switch and main track and as soon as th 
cars were started Howard stepped on tb 
main track as though to get across in 
front of tbe cars. He next saw Hawan 
when be was under tbe engine and assist 
ed in taking his body out from under tb 
engine. 


Charles Louder, a brakeman on tb 


train, testified that he saw Howard stand 
ing between the switch and main track 
The witness said be walked about tbre 
car lengths and looking back saw How 
ard under the end of the coal car behin< 
tbe engine. Young Cole, another brake 
man, corroborated the evidence given by 
the other trainmen. 


Tbe verdict was that Howard met hi 


death by being struck by train Xo. 10 o 
tbe P., D. & E. railroad. The verdic 
further stated'tbat tbe jury believed tha 
tbe death was accidental and exonerated 
tbe railroad company from all blame

Washington, March 18.—President Mc- 


Kinley's Cuban policy Is definitely estab- 
lished. For tbe present he W.IJ1 take no 
startling action in any direction unleu 
new contingencies arise. 


The Spanish authorities have been given 


to understand beyond all doubt that all 
nMsMDable demands made by Consul Gen- 
eral Lee must receive respectful attention. 
Wherever the life or liberty of American 
citi.'cns Is at stake bo will receive ample 
protection from this government. 


No threats have been made, but Minis- 


ter de Lome understands thoroughly and 
has informed his government that tho 
I'nlted States Is prepared to send a war- 
ship to Havana whenever Its 
seems necessary. 


For the present the neutrality laws will 


bo enforced, but without any of the un- 
[ile.i^ant detective wort which distill 
guibbed tbe last administration. Presi- 
dent McEinley'i subordinates will be 
made to understand that the Cuban sym- 
pathizers have a* many rights under tbe 
law as the Spanish minister and bii sub- 
ordinate officials. 
There will be no vin- 


dictive prosecution of filibustering, but, 
on the other band, no open violations of 
tbe law will be permitted. 


The main policy just at present is to 


provide more money for the government. 
It Is felt that until that Is done the Unit- 
od ntates is not In a position to undertake 
Dew obligations. As there is not enough 
money for peace purpose! the very begin- 
nings of war evidently would exhaust the 
treasury in a day. 
The president Is anx- 


ious to see a strong tariff policy inaugu- 
rated if possible without any disturbing 
inlluoncee. 


i'hls done not mean that there will be 


any policy of cowardly Inaotiun in regard 
to Cuba. American citizens there will be 
protected at all hazards. In the event <if 
tny material change regarding the niili- 
tiry condition! In the Island a prompt 
rorogmtloB of tbe belligerent rights of 
the patriots will follow. 


It has already been represented to some 


of the president's adviser* that nothing 
would be so certain to expedite tho pass- 
age ot a satisfactory revenue measure ai 
the prospect of warlike difficulty with 
boiuo other country. 
It la tbli vrry polit- 


ir.il expediency which be desires to avoid. 
H-> does not wish the country to thtnk 
that l.e has created a war feeling for the 
express purpose of helping along the t»r- 
iS uill 
On the contrary, be will go out 


of bis way to continue peaceful condi- 
tions so that tbe preparation and passage 
of tho tariff meaiure may be basecd on 
pr< sperous peace lines. If It were to bo 
considered as a war measure It would have 
to be revised after tbe danger bad passed, 
and it is tbe aim of tbe administration to 
make a tariff bill which will lart for a 
number of years and allow builnew Inter- 
nets to grow up with an awuraDce ot per- 
manency.
